The July wholesale price

registered increases in April 
and May following a string of 
declines during the winter.

inflationary pressures are 
easing, but the rate is still 
softer than the trend late last 
year when wholesale farm 
and industrial prices were 
increasing at a rate btter 
than 20 per cent annually.

earth was cut short about 
five years before the book 
could be published. 
Recently, 
his 
widow, 
Helen Gibbard Hall, was 
present for an autograph 
party at the Collin County 
National Bank, where the 
book 
her 
late 
husband 
started and she completed 
and co - authored was sold 
for the first time. 
Capt. Roy Franklin Hall, 
bom March 6, 1887 in the 
home 
of 
his 
great­ 
grandfather, J.B . Wilmeth, 
two miles north of McKin­ 
ney, lived a full and varied 
life .... it ended when he died 
Aug. 24, 1970 of a heart 
ailment. 
During the early part of 
the 83 years Capt. Hall was 
alive, he attended the old 
Wilmeth School that stood on 
land now occupied by the 
McKinney Job Corps Center. 
Although under age, Hall 
joined the Army, was sent 
first to the Philippine Islands 
and later to China for the 
Boxer Uprising. 
Teddy’s Bodyguard 
One 
highlight 
in 
the 
captain’s m ilitary career 
came when he was stationed 
in Washington and was 
chosen to go to the White 
House as one of President 
T e d d y 
R o o s e v e l t ’ s 
bodyguards. 
After his first 
military 
service ended, Capt. Hall 
signed with the Cincinnati 
Red Legs only to have his 
baseball career cut short 
when he was struck by a 
streetcar, 
breaking 
his 
shoulder. 
It was in World War I that 
Roy Hall officially got his 
title of Captain, a title which 
was to remain a part of his 
name from that day for­ 
ward. 
After retiring from the 
Army, Capt. Hall entered 
into a field which was to 
dominate his life, in one 
form or another, until his 
death 
journalism. 
His first experience was 
gained as a feature writer 
and photographer for the 
San Antonio Express. He 
returned to McKinney to live 
on his farm at Stony Point. 
County Historial 
From this time forward, 
Capt. Hall devoted a great 
portion of his time to sear­ 
ching out and putting into 
writing all of the interesting 
parts 
of 
Collin 
County 
history within his power to 
record. 
Quoting in part from his 
newly published book, “ He 
wrote four different columns 
at the same time for the 
McKinney Daily Courier - 
Gazette, ‘Farming in Collin 
County — 50 Years Ago’, 
‘Way Back Yonder’, ‘Seen 
About Town’, and ‘Over the 
Wing in Collin County’, an 
assignment which took him 
constantly over the county. 
“ He was also a columnist 
for the McKinney Examiner 
for over 15 years, writing 
stories and articles about 
local history, interspersed 
with stories now and then 
about ‘Uncle Tom’, the 
hillbilly uncle who came 
from Tennessee to live with 
the family while Roy was a 
child. All the stories were 
actual 
happenings 
that 
reflected the times as they 
were then.” 
Biographies, Too 
The first part of the 300 - 
page volume is basically 
filled with information and 
stories from the past which 
Capt. Hall devoted so much 
time to collecting. 
The 
balance of the book is 
composed of biographies and 
stories about nearly 200 
pioneer families. 
Mrs. Hall gives many 
people credit for providing 
much of this section or at 
least the information. She 
spent many long periods at 
the M cKinney Memorial 
Lib rary 
going 
through 
m icrofilm ed records and 
newspapers. 
Taking one brief excerpt 
from the book, it is noticed 
that there was, indeed, a 
town 
by 
the 
name

Squeezepenny 
in 
Collin 
County which began back in 
1855. During the Civil War, 
there was a mill there which 
made woolen cloth for the 
Confederates. Apparently no 
one knows how the town got 
its name but, according to 
Capt. Hall, there are lots of 
interesting theories.

students thinking of skipping 
the new school year : 
Education really does pay 
off __ in dollars and sense. It 
tends to keeps one off life’s 
trash heap 
and 
actively, 
gainfully employed. 
Now, m ore than ever, a job 
in which growth may be 
expected requires at entry 
some skill and-or a “com­ 
pleted” academ ic creden­ 
tial. High school diploma is 
the minimum. 
Drop out and you’ll trudge 
through life missing that 
link. The job application will 
ask: High school graduate? 
Always 
you’ll 
suffer 
a 
personal indignity, checking 
the “no” box. 
C ensus B ureau figures 
show the average person 
who completes high school 
will earn 
in a 
lifetim e 
$109,000 m ore than 
the 
elem entary school graduate. 
And 
the 
person 
who 
finished the eighth grade will 
earn $53,000 more than the 
one who dropped out before 
finishing the eighth grade. 
As one moves upward on 
the educational ladder the 
d ifferen ces 
in 
lifetim e 
earnings increase. A person 
who completes four or more 
years of college will m ake 
$243,000 more than a high 
school graduate. 
There are exceptions to 
the law linking education 
and earnings. You’ve heard 
of selfm ade m illionnaires — 
types that got from rags to 
riches 
through 
an 
u n ­ 
common success formula — 
even though dropping out of 
high school or grade school. 
The magic ingredients in 
such cases usually included 
super motivation and in­ 
di vi dua l 
i nt e l l i ge n c e . 
Poverty launched many of 
the self-made rich men. 
Dollars aside, w hat’s the 
payoff in continuing one’s 
education? 
Consider some of these 
answers *frorn|tl|e National 
Education Asfsocimiorr: 
— E d u cati^feattain m en L 
provides an individual with a 
larger num ber of higher 
quality career alternatives 
from which to choose in 
determ ining 
his or her 
destiny. 
— 
Those 
with 
m ore 
schooling 
usually 
have 
access to jobs with more 
comfortable 
working con­ 
ditions, better hours, and 
m ore 
generous 
fringe 
benefits. Abundant evidence 
supports 
the 
view 
that 
education affects not just 
income, but also occupa­ 
tional choice and one’s social 
and economic position in life. 
— High school drop-outs 
begin 
the job hunt with 
severe d isad v an tag es in 
comparison with those who 
have a diploma. 
— As the proportion of 
persons who complete high 
school rises, the educational 
requirem ents of many jobs 
previously not requiring a 
high school diploma rise. 
Many jobs today that require 
graduation from high school 
did not IO or more years ago. 
Do yourself a favor, high 
school student. 
Hang in there.
